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“The world can understand how 
we can love a shadow, but the world 
can not understand how we can love 
the substance. The world can under- 
stand how we can love love, even 
though that love is not eternal, but 
the world can not understand how 
we can love the God of love, even 
though that love is everlasting.” 

Thus spoke Reverend Fulton J. 
Sheen, Ph.D., Professor of Philos- 
ophy of Religion at the Catholic Uni- 

versity of America, who gave the 
Baccalaureate address in the Clarke 
college auditorium Sunday, May 29, 
at 3:30 p. m. 

An enthusiastic audience which 
taxed the capacity of the spacious 
auditorium greeted with applause the 
all-college processional which was 
led by the college band. 

Kappa Gamma Pi Honors 

Reverend Edward A. Fitzgerald, 
S.T.B., the college chaplain, in_be- 
half of the faculty of Clarke college 
conferred the Kappa Gamma Pi hon- 
ors and presented Dr. Sheen, intro- 
ducing him as a distinguished priest, 
lecturer, philosopher, teacher, and 
author.” 

“Woman,” said Dr. Sheen in his 
address, “The Three Marys,” “never 
failed Christ in any crisis cf his life. 
It was man who challenged him to 
come down from the cross, and play- 
ed dice at the foot of the cross where 
the tragic drama of the failure of 
man was set. The only voice raised 
jn behalf of Christ during the trial 
was that of a woman—Claudia Pro- 
cula, the wife of Pontius Pilate. With 
that intuition which is characteristic 
of a woman’s heart she warned her 
husband to have nothing to do with 
this just man. 

“It was Veronica. who wiped away 
the tears of Christ as He proceeded 
to Calvary. 

“Tn the last moments of Christ's 
life upon earth it was three women 
whe remained at the foot of the 
cross and consoled Him.”

Father Sheen pointed out to the

leonic era in England, “Quality 
'Street,” was presented before a Cca- 
pacity heuse Tuesday evening, May

! But he does come back to “Quality 
Street” ten years later, to find 
Phoebe “looking not ten years” older 
but twenty and her sensitive nature 
detects that he is shocked and dis- 
appointed. Semething deeper than 
impulse leads her to persuade.him of 
the existence of a niece who is as 
young and pretty as she had been 
before he went away. And thus the 
plot is complicated.

The front of the 
Residence Hall became a bower of white 
with it, and the edge of the golf course 
had been transformed almost over night in- 
to a lane of blossoms which dipped and 
bowed and danced with the wind. The lilacs 
were in their full blooming when the bridal 
wreath came out and together they made 
the world into lavender and old lace.
